WASHMQTON  (BP  and  local  lapotta) 
—  President  Barack  Obama  on  May  9 
became  the  first  sitting  ptesident  to  pub¬ 
lic^  support  same  sex  maniage,  one  day 
after  Nora  Carolina  voters  overwhelm¬ 
ingly  affirmed  the  traditional  definitiao 
ofmarriage  as  the  unkm  of  one  man  and 
one  woman.

The  campaim  first  emerged  in  De¬ 
cember  2010  through  a  secret  docu¬ 
ment  titled  Operation  Deterrence, 
issued  by  the  Communist  Party’s  Cen¬ 
tral  Committee.  This  directive  urged 
officials  at  all  levds  to  *gui^*  house 
church  Christians  to  attend  only 
churches  belonging  to  TSPkf  and  to 
break  up  large  house  churches  into 
smaller  groups. 

Shouvrang  Church,  numbering 
some  1,000  members,  feh  the  effects 
of  this  directive  almost  immediately. 
Having  blocked  Shouwang’s  attempts 
to  register  legally  or  to  rind  a  suit¬ 
able  worship  venue,  officials  in  April 
2011  began  to  arrest  and  interrogate 
church  members  who  sought  to  meet 
outdoors  in  a  public  plau. 

Police  detamed  12  church  members 
who  again  gathered  for  outdoor  wor¬ 
ship  on  ^ril  u,  a  little  over  a  year 
after  the  first  cntdoor  service  in  April 
2011,  according  to  Shouwang’s  Face- 
book  page. 

Three  members  were  quickly  re¬ 
leased  but  the  others  were  sent  to  lo¬ 
cal  police  stations  and  held  for  sev¬ 
eral  hours  of  intern^tion.  Another 
church  member  was  drained  in  a  ho¬ 
tel  on  April  20  and  was  not  released 
until  Sunday  morning. 


'Since  the  beginning  of  2012, 
we  haMB  noticed  an  increase  in 
the  frequency  of  persecution.

(^ration  Deterrence  also  empow- 
eredSARA  to  certify  and  create  files  on 
all  Protestant  clergjr  as  a  means  to  fur¬ 
ther  implement  China’s  Regulations  on 
Religious  Afhirs.  That  process  should 


be  completed  by  the  end  of  2012,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  statement  in  January  by 
SARA  Dwuty  Director  Jiang  Jianyong. 

Churches  led  fay  clergy  who  are  not 
certified  under  this  system  will  then  be 
at  puater  risk  of  being  shut  down. 

Simuhaneously,  the  China  Chris¬ 
tian  Council,  an  umbrella  group  for 
Protestant  diurches  that  is  closely 
aligned  with  the  Chinese  government, 
and  TSPM  are  rolling  out  a  joint  cur¬ 
riculum  titled,  Traimng  Sewons  for 
Ministerial  Certification,  across  China. 
These  sessions  include  instruction  on 
China’s  RMulations  on  Religious  Af¬ 
fairs  and  the  need  for  patriotism,  ac¬ 
cording  to  ChinaAid. 

Accoiding  to  the  document  circu¬ 
lated  last  S^ember,  the  government 
plans  to  use  *humane  law  enforcement 
measures’  to  achieve  the  total  eradica¬ 
tion  of  house  churches. 

'Humane  law  enforcement,  long¬ 
term  im^ementation  and  ‘united  front’ 
style  registration  —  how  will  this ...  im¬ 
pact  house  churches  that  are  seeking  a 
path  to  religious  freedom?’  ChinaAid 
asked  in  its  April  20  statement.

Perhaps  we 
should  have  known  thu  ear¬ 
lier,  but  we  did  not,*  he  wrote. 

Tbs  BCM.  Davis  said,  has 
for  many  years  ministers  on 
the  Vanderbilt  campus  in  a 
non-discriminatory  manner.

the  doors  was  welcomed,*  he 
pointed  out,  but  also  stressed 
in  the  e-mail  that  after  ‘under¬ 
standing  the  full  extent  of  this 
new  poli^,  we  have  no  choice 
but  to  ask  our  local  leadership 
to  remove  us  from  the  status 
of  recognized  student  organi¬ 
zation.  I  have  reached  this  de¬ 
cision  after  much  prayer  and 
wise  counsel.* 

Davis  noted  that  Bill  Cho¬ 
ate,  collegiate  ministries  co¬ 
ordinator  for  the  TBC,  and 
Thom  Thornton,  BCM  direc¬ 
tor  at  Vanderbilt,  are  sup¬ 
portive  of  the  decision.  ‘Bill 
and  Thom  have  tried  very 
hard  to  preserve  relationships 
that  have  made  effective  min- 
istiy  possible  in  the  past  and 
will  continue  to  do  so,'  Da¬ 
vis  wrote,  adding  ‘there  have 
been  no  winners  in  the  hurt, 
confusion,  division  and  pain 
that  have  been  caused  by  this 
policy. 

“Tlie  Vanderbilt  BCM  has 
been  active  on  and  good  citi¬ 
zens  of  that  campus  for  well 
over  80  years,*  Davis  wiote. 
'Make  no  mistake  about  it. 
We  are  not  leaving  campus. 
We  will  continue  to  have  a 
vibrant  ministry  there.  Our 
mission  has  not  changed.* 

Choate  told  the  Baptist 
and  Reflector  newspaper, 
*We  have  and  will  continue 
to  make  an  effort  to  have  an 
impact  for  thf  Gospel  at  Van¬ 
derbilt  University. 

Davis  gave  no  indication  as 
to  the  status  of  the  BCM  build¬ 
ing,  located  in  the  middle  of 
the  Vanderbilt  campus.  The 
building  is  owned  by  the  Ten¬ 
nessee  Baptist  Conveiltion. 

BCM  ministries  are  the 
equivalent  of  Baptist  Stu¬ 
dent  Unions  on  Mississippi 
campuses.
